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INTRODUCTION 



The Minister of National Defence of Canada, 

The Minister of Defense of the French Republic, 

The Federal Ministry of Defense of the Federal Republic of Germany, 

The Ministry of Defense of the Italian Republic, 

The Ministry of Defense of the Kingdom of Spain, 

The Secretary of State for Defence of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, 

The Secretary of Defense on behalf of the Department of Defense of the United States of 
America, 

hereinafter referred to as the "Participants", 

considering the Memorandum of Understanding Concerning the In-Service 
Support Phase of the NATO Improved Link Eleven Project of 2 July 2002 
(hereinafter referred to as the "NILE iSS MOU"); 
- considering Amendment One to the NILE ISS MOU of 11 March 2004 which 
added Spain as a Participant to the MOU; 

have reached the following understandings: 



SECTION I 
PURPOSE 

The purpose of this amendment is to revise the Cost Ceiling to $15.0 million (then-year 
dollars) and extend the MOU to 1 January 2009. 



SECTION n 
AMENDMENT 

The NILE ISS MOU is. hereby amended as follows: 

1 . The second sentence of Paragraph 4.7. of SECTION IV (MANAGEMENT 
(ORGANIZATION AND RESPONSIBILITY)) becomes the following: 

"Each of the Participants (other than the Host Participant) will provide 
personnel to satisfy at least thirty-six equivalent person-months. 

2. Paragraph 5.2.1. of SECTION V (FINANCIAL PROVISIONS) becomes the 
following: 

"The Participants estimate that the Financial Costs of the Project will not 
exceed a Cost Ceiling of US $15.0 million (then-year dollars). In 
recognition of its post-design and development phase re-entry into the 



NILE Project and the costs borne by the other Participants in the design 
and development phase of the NILE Project, the Spanish Participant's 
share of the Cost Ceiling will be US $5,588,568 (then-year dollars). The 
other Participants' shares will be US $1,568,572 (then-year dollars) each. 
The estimated allocation of costs for the Cost Ceiling is depicted in Annex 
B (Estimated Allocation of Cost Ceiling). The Cost Ceiling may be 
changed only upon the written consent of the Participants. The 
Participants will endeavor to perform, or to have performed, the work 
specified in Section III (Scope of Work) and fulfill all of the 
responsibilities under this MOU within a Cost Target established in the 
FMPD. The difference between the Cost Ceiling and the Cost Target will 
be managed by the SC. If at any time the PM has reason to believe that 
the Cost Target of the Project will be exceeded, the SC will be notified 
promptly and the PM will submit a new estimate of the Cost Target of the 
Project together with supporting documentation for SC approval. The SC 
will direct the PM as to what action should be taken." 

3. The first sentence of paragraph 19.5 of SECTION XDC (AMENDMENT, 
WITHDRAWAL, TERMINATION, ENTRY INTO EFFECT AND 
DURATION), becomes the following: 

"This MOU, which consists of the Introduction, nineteen (19) Sections 
and three. (3) Annexes, will enter into effect upon signature by all 
Participants and will remain in effect until 1 January 2009." 

4. The table in paragraph 1 of ANNEX B (NILE IN-SERVICE SUPPORT PHASE 
ESTIMATED ALLOCATION OF COST CEILING) is replaced by the following:
